Budget  is  Reached 


NASHVILLE  (BP)— If  the  pre- 
■sent  trend  of  giving  continues, 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  probably  will  meet  its  1998 
Cooperative  Program  budget  by 
inid+lrtobcr. 

Through  August,  Cooperative 
Program  receipts  for  Conven¬ 
tion  use  reached  S8.S25.093,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Treasurer  Porter 
Routh  here.  The  annual  budget 
is  $10  million. 

Cooperative  Program  giving 
to  the  SBC— which  doesn't  In¬ 
clude  funds  for  state  and  local 
u^— for  August  again  went 
over  the  mil)ion4ollar  .mark, 
totaling  $1,033,180. 

Coupled  with  designated  gifts 
of  $15^369  for  the  month,  Aug¬ 
ust  receipU  were  $1,189,599. 
Funds  rerotved  to  date  this  year 
through  both  means  are  $18,- 
044.878,  more  than  $2  million 
higlier  than  receipts  at  the  same

To  Place  And  Problems  Of  Churches 


The  Home  Miasion  Board  re¬ 
cently  conducted  a  conference 
on  the  place  and  problems  of 
the  downtowin  church,  which 
we  carry  below.  Dr.  Paul  S. 
James,  Atlanta,  was  chairman. 

I.  The  Place  af  the  Downtown 
Chnreh.  ' 

Wa  re-affirm  our  conviction 


concerning  the  strategic  import- ' 
ance  of  the  Downtown  Church 
In  our  denominational  life.  We 
base  this  on  the  following  facts: 

1.  The  Downtown  Church,  in 
the  majority  of  cases,  is  the  hub 
of  the  denominational  life  in 
the  city. 

2.  The  majority  of  our  moat 
widely-known  churches  are 
downtown  churches. 

$.  Our  downtown  churches  are 
historic  landmarks,  linking  the 
past  with  the  present.  They  are 
characterized  by  a  ministry  and 
loyalty  which  gives  great  stren¬ 
gth  to  their  witness. 

4.  The  downtown  church  is 
rendering  a  unique  ministry  In 
terms  of  city-wide  fellowship, 
initial  contact  with  new  com¬ 
ers,  serving  where  sin  is  moat 
entretirhed.  and  lielping  people 
who  otherwise  would  be  neg¬ 
lected. 

9.  The  downtown  church  is  a 
constant  witness  to  the  spirit¬ 
ual  In  the  midst  of  the  secular 
and  the  commercial. 

8.  ’The  dynamic  and  attractive 
downtown  church  is  a  showcase 
for  the  dedbmination  In  that 
city,  whereas  a  deteriorating  sit¬ 
uation  reflects  on  the  vitality 
of  the  denomination.

Clarke  Memorial  College  was 
acquired  by  the  Convention  free 
of  charge  on  April  7,  1914  when 
the  Board  of  trustees  of  the 
school  appealed  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  to  take  it  over. 

It  was  founded  in  1907  by  the 
Uenefal  Association  of  Regular 
Baptists  in  Mississippi  and 
named  for  Nathan  1,,.  Clarke. 

The  Convention  operated  the 
college  until  1930  when  it  voted 
to  discontinue  its  operation. 
From  1931  until  1946  it  was 
maintained  privately  under  a 
lea.se  from  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees.  la  1946  the  Convention 
resumed  operation.

teachers’  salaries  as  provided  in 
the  grant.  The  Foundation  has 
stated  that  it  has  no  suggestion 
to  make  as  to  the  type  of  invest¬ 
ment  but  would  leave  that  to 
the  wisdom  and  discretion  of 
the  governing  body.  The^rant 
used  in  this  way  would  insure 
Its  becoming  permanent  en¬ 
dowment  after  the  ten-year  pe¬ 
riod  has  expired. 

After  due  consideration  and 
discussion,  it  appearing  that  the 
provision  of  the  Constitution 
had  been  met.  the  president  of 
'the 'college  was’ authorized  to 
proceed  with  the  construction 
of  the  Library  Building  and 
Fine  Alla  Building  in  his  cus¬ 
tomary  economical  way.

Baptist  Record  Subscription  Rotell 
increased  By  Convention  Board 

For  the  first  time  in  nearly  twenty  years  the  Baptist 
Record  will  have  a  change  in  subscription  rates,  effective 
January  1,  1957.  The  change  was  authorized  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board- at  its  annual  September  meeting  last  week. 

For  years  the  Record  has  operated  in  the  black,  at  no 
cost  to  the" Cooperative  Program,  and  done  so  on  the  low¬ 
est  subscription  rates  of  any  state  paper  of  comparable 
size  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

After  these  many  years  the  rising  costs  of  publication 
have  caught  up  with  the  rate  of  income.  The  subscription  [ 
increase  set  by  the  Board  will  permit  still  more  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  ministry'  of  the  paper  without  ‘the  necessity  of 
subsidy  from  Coofielrative  Program  funds.  • 

Follt)\ylng  a  study  by  the  Baptist  Record  Advisory 
Committee,  plus  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Audit, 
Budget  and  Allocations  Committee,  the  board’s  nine-man  j 
Executive  Committee  went  into  the  matter  and  passed  on-j 
a  recommendation  to  the  full,  meetin^>  of  lhe-X3_xnfiinherj 
Bdard.'”The  rTOorhmendation,  which  was  passed  by  the 
board,  raises  the  subscription  rate  50  cents  per  year.  Ef¬ 
fective  January  1,  1957  single  subscriptions  will  be  $2.00 
instead  of  $1.50  and  church  budget  subscriptions  through ; 
the  Every  Family  Plan  will  be  $1.50  instead  of  $1.00.

JAMESTOWN,  Va.,  Jan.  10,

i  QUESTION;  Why  is  ,it  that 
!  after  prcachi^rs  finish  the  sem-

"call  school  boys,”  but  we  want 
'a  "finished  man.”  U  country

‘  ANSWER:  Your  question  pre-' 
i  sents  a  real  problem.

'  they  may  say  with  pride,  "W  e 
helped  educate  the  pastor  of 
i  that  great  church.” 

The  problem  is  simply  this.

ily.  What  would  you  do  if  you 
were  in  the  preacher's  shoes?

The  local  body  was 
also  charged  with  responsibil- 
,  ity  to  represent  the  body  of 
Christ  to  the  fullest.  This  con¬ 
cept  exists  even  among  the 
j  most  catholie  groups.  When  we 
I  Insist  on  a  limited  definition 
for  the  word  “church,”  we  are 
;  juggling  terms — not  ideas. 

It  is  argued  that  the  use  of 
terms  constitute  the  use  of 
ideas. 'But  the  ^sues  would  not 
be  solved  by  agreement  on  word 
meanings.  The  New  Tesiament 
does  not  give  us  a  picture  of  a 
local  autonomy  in  the  sense  that 
many  Baptists  argue,  neither 
does  it  give  us  a  pattern  of  epis¬ 
copacy,  nor  of  a  ruling  body  of 
any  kind.  Tha  authority  rested 
solely  in  Christ.  Theories  of  au¬ 
tonomy  and  government  in  the 
church  and  churches  are  devel¬ 
opments  later  than  New  Testa¬ 
ment  times.

Winona  Stops  Tha  Baar  Borons 

Human  decency  in  Mississippi  received  a  boost  last 
week  when  the  citizens  of  Winona  defeated  by  an  over¬ 
whelming  vote  of  459  to  135  an  attempt  to  legalize  be«‘r  in 
their  community. 

For  the  past  18  years  beer  has  been  illegal  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  County.  Sometime  ago  a  group  of  Winona  people 
buttMi-holed  enough  folks  to  get  212  of  the  city’s  902  qual¬ 
ified  electors’  names  on  a  petition  calling  for  an  election 
on  the  matter.  Since  they  secured  more  names  than  the 
20  per  cent  of  the  electors  required  by  law.  the  scrap  was  on. 

Spear-heading  the ‘fight  for  legalized  sales  was  the 
Winona  Citizens  Committee  for  Legal  Control,  headed  by 
a  local  cafe  owner.  ‘The  Committee  conducted  an  actiee 
-campaign'  through  newspaper  adverUsements,

Gibeon  is  mentioned  43  times 
in  the  Bible.  The  Book  of 
Joshua,  phapter  6,  tells  how 
its  men  came  to  Joshua  encamp¬ 
ed  at  Gilgal  and  arranged  an 
alliance  with  Israel.  They  rep¬ 
resented  themselves  as  inhabi¬ 
tants  ,0^  a  distant  country. 
When  the  deception  was  dis¬ 
covered,  the  Hebrew  leader 
condemned  them  to  be  ‘  hewers 
of  wood  and  drawers  of  water 
to  alt  the  congregation.” 

The  city  also  was  the  scene 
of  a  battle  between  Joshua’s 
Israelites,  \vho  aided  it,  and  the 
forces  of  five  Amorite  kings 
who  besieged  it.  According  to 
the  Bible  narrative,  it  was  dur¬ 
ing  this  battle  that  the  sun 
stood  still  for  a  day  and  stones 
rained  from  the  sky  On  the  re¬ 
treating  Amorites, 

“The  most  spectacular  find 
made  by  the  archaeologists,  the 
university  said,  was  a  circular 
pool  measuring  36  feet  in  dia¬ 
meter  and  deep  enough  ‘‘to  con¬ 
tain  a  three-story  house" 

‘‘The  pool  was  cut  from  the 
solid  rock.”  the  announcement 
said.  "It  is  believed  this  is  the 
pool  mentioned  in  Chapter  2  of 
the  Second  Book  of  Samuel  as 
the  scene  of  the  famous  match 
between  the  men  of  Abner, 
Saul’s  captain,  and  Joab,  the 
captain  of  David's  forces.” 

Dr.  Pritchard  said  the  pool 
was  probably  constructed  prior 
to  laOO  B.  C.  and  u.sed  until 
about  600  B.  C.,  when  it  was 
filled  in.
